The tele- 
graph lines between Biluefields and 
Managua, the capital, have been down 
since they were cut on October 13. 
The rebel movement is a serious one, 
despite the tenor of the officia! dis- 
patches emanating from Managua. 
Schooners arriving from the south to- 
day brought 10,000 rifies to the insur- 
gents. 

More than half of the republic of 
Nicaragua is in the hands of the revo- 
lutionists. Confirmatory dispatches 
have been received here that Rivas, 
Corinto and San Juan del Sur have 
been taken by the insurgents.

The question whether George 8. Shu- 
shine, a subject of Reschid Effendi, 
shall become an American citizen, will 
be determined today by Judge Hutton, 
on the occasion of the monthly nat- 
uralization court.

An intimate and Anecdotal Arti- 
cle on the Great Soldier.

In Casesell’s Journal, 

It is no exaggeration to say that 
Lord Kitchener, as he really is, varies 
from the popular conception of him 
to a degree that is little short of won- 
derful. It hag become the fashion to 
regard him as a “‘man of ice and iron.” 
without feeling and without compas- 
sion. How untrue this is those who 
enjoy his personal friendship, . howev- 
er, know full well. 

Take but one instance. The press 
has so constantly affirmed that Kitch- 
ener is a “woman hater,” that prob- 
ably nine people out of ten firmly be- 
lieve this. As a matter of fact, he was 
once asked in the presence of the pres- 
ent writer why he had never married. 
He was silent for a moment, and then 
said quietly: “Well, I suppose the real 
reason is I never seem to have had 
time to think. of it. One of these 
days I. suppose I shall, and then—oh, 
of course, I shall marry.” 
There are also hints among his old 
friends of a shattered romance in his 
younger days, but with this the gen- 
eral public has no concern. 

HIS SHYNESS. 
There can be no doubt, however, 
that Lord Kitchener is very shy and

Up te a very short 
time ago he made no secret of the 
‘fact that he regarded his active mili- 
tary career as coming to an end on | 
the termination of his Indian appoint- 
ment, and he made no secret of his 
conviction that a position at the War 
Office would never be given him.
